Ir will soon be a year since the Indian de- 
partment first undertook to sell the land 
contained in the Indian reserve on the south 
side of the river. They offered the land for 
sale at an upset price, made several gales ata 
fair advance on that price and then withdrew 
tho gremainder—almost the whole block of 
6x8 miles from gale. without any reason 
being given; and the land bas been locked up 
ever since. The abortive sule of last spring 
was at a most inopportune time. The rail 
road was not completed to.the land aad the 
terminus had not been selected. The sale 
was held in Calzary, 200 miles from the land 
to be sold. The whole business was clearly 
ither an ottennoted ewiidle or as actual 
vungle. However, that is not now the ques- 
tion. The railroad is now conipleted through 
the reserve in question, the terminus is final- 
ly loe.ted near its vorthern limit, and the 
land has cous quently reached its full fixed 
value. There is therefore no reason, from 
the point of view of the interest of the Indi- 
ans, Why it should not be sold at once. From 
the point of view of the development of tne 
country there is every reason why it shoula 
pass into the hands of private partics without 

holding of euch alarge bleek of 
valuable land, near the very centre of busi- 
ness of the country, closed from private own- 
ership and therefore from improvement and 
taxation, is a most serious injury to the pro- 
gress of the place, for which the government 
must be held distinctly responsible.

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A SPUR TRACK, 
That the advent of the railroad into the 
Edmonton district has heen of the greatest 
advantage in opening up the country every= 
one willadmit. Although our expectations 
as to freight rates have not been altogether 
realized, we have found unexpected adyan- 
tayes, and on the whole the gain so far has 
been very great, with still greater gain in 
view. The location of the terminus has been 
more generally satisfactory than any other 
would have been, and it is directly opposite 
the chief centre of population and business, 
and the point at which all trails from east, 
west and north come together. The site of 
the termi:us is, no doubt, well adapted for 
the purpose for which it is needed, and is as 
satisfactory to the publie as to tne railroad 
company. But, just as uvexpected a van- 
tages have becu developed by the advent of 
the railway, so the experience of the past 
winter’s business has brougint out very clear- 
ly the fact that there are certain iaterial 
disadvantages existing connected with it 
which should be remedied forthwith, While 
the Saskatchewan is a navigable river for 
700 or 800 miles below Edmouton, and partly 
navigable for, at least, 150 imiles above, and 
while the railway actually touches the bank 
of the navigable stream, the situation ut the 
point it touches is such that the close con- 
nection that in the interests of trattic and 
the development of the trade of the country 
should exist between the railway line and 
the navigable waters of the river doves nou 
exist, The break of connection is 
sufficiently great to actually prevent a large 
trade from being done, that could and would 
be done were there the close connection that, 
no doubt, the general public supposes dues 
exist. Instead of the railway coming down 
to the level of the water of the river, or 
nearly to that level, it ends at the edge of an 
abrupt bank between 200 and 300 feet above 
the water. When the railway was 
built it was expected to be only a coloniga- 
tion road tor some years; thatis a road to 
carry freight and passengers in, not to carry 
them out. The amount of exports during 
the past season—the first since the road was 
completed—shows that there is now a large 
export business to be done, and as this was 
not provided for at the Start, it should now 
be provided for without di lay, by giving the 
best possible terminal facilities, suitable for 
that branch of the tvrattic, There is up the 
Saskatchewan immense quantities of tamarac 
timber, suiteble for square timber, spruce, 
for lumber and for posts and rough fencing 
material, and poplar for firewood. If that 
timber could be loaded on cars directly from 
rafts lying in the water, a large trade could 
be done with the nearest settled prairie dis.

Privats letters from the Parry Sound dis- 
trict of Ontario say that the colony repre- 
sented by Messrs. Pearce and Irwin, will | 
leave Sundridge station, on the Grand Trunk, 
about April Ist. They number about 386 | 
families, and are bringing a very large quan. | 
tity of stock and effects with them. Parties 
having improved farms which they desire to 
lease or work on shares during the coming 
summer are requested to leave the particu- 
lars at the BULLETIN office, so that the arriv- 
als may be nade aware of these opportunities 
as soon as possible. 

Tuk population of Beaver lake settlement 
has doubled since last fail, with a certainty 
of a lurve increase during the coming sum- 
mer, The necessity of a post-otiice is Conse- 
quently increasing. At present from two to 
four sacks of mail matter are received at 
Fort Saskatchewan every week for Beever 
lake. This large amount of matter has to be 
forwarded the 40 miles distance by Chance 
conveyance and be distributed by chance 
This is not the way to deal with new and 
xrowing settlements, if its growth is con 
sidered desirable by onr government. A 
weekly mai! to Beaver lake is more than a 
local necessity, and ehould be granted with- 
out further delay, 


Wuen the C, & E. branch was opened last 
tall, it became a standing joke with the train 
inen on the main line to enquire when the 
branch train was to be put on runners. While 
delays have occurred on account of snow on 
the main line, and very frequently on the 
Prince Albert branch, the C. & E. has never 
been delayed a minute all winter by snow 
cold weather or other Cause, except waitiie 
atBCalgary for the main line train to make 
connection, This is proof that the favorable 
wtnter climate claimed for this district over 
other eastern and southern parts of the Ter- 
ritories is a fixed and pleasing fact, and 
should be well cousiaered by settlers seeking 
a new home. The difference between the 
winter climate of the Edmonton district and 
that of the blizzard swent plains of Dakota is 
very great aud the knowledge of the fact 
should be spread as widely as possible. 


Somk tine ago the BULLETIN mentioned 
the absolute necessity of immigrant she ts 
being erected at Ediwwonton early in the sea- 
son, if justice was to be done to the numbers 
of immigrants certain to arrive shortly. The 
government bas taken prelimonary action in 
the matter. but, as yet, vothing has been 
actually done, [ithe meantime the inmi- 
grants haye been coming in and several tam- 
ili' ss who arrived on the trains of Friday of 
last week and Monday of this, have been 
unable to find accommodation aud have been 
either taken in by residents around the sta- 
tion or left to shittas best they could, These 
people have come here on the representations 
made by the people, the railway company 
and the government practically on invita: 
tion—and are entitled to fair treatment on 
their arrival. It is weither humanity nor 
xoud business toleave the question of the 
reception of insmigrants in its present shape, 
and some action should be taken at once by 
the citizens pending action by the govern- 
ment,
